BOARD OF EDUVATION, 


For THE YEAR ENDING MARCH IST, 1889. 


To THE PEOPLE OF ALSTEAD:— 

In presenting this annual report the Board feel lke 
congratulating the town upon the satisfactory progress 
the schools have made the past year. It is needless to 
say they have not come up to the high standard that we 
should like to see, but they are slowly advancing. With 
scarcely an exception all the schools in town have had 
pleasant and harmonious sessions. It has been our aim 
to procure a high grade of teachers, with education and 
experience. The good results which have been achieved 
have justified us in our course. 

On account of sickness, either of teacher or scholars, 
we have not been able to give all the districts in town the 
30 weeks as we desired. During the summer term the 
scholars from No. 14 were transported to No.6, and in 
the fall term part of the scholars from No. 13 were sent to 
Marlow, and the remainder were furnished instruction at 
No. 14. 

There are two very important factors that tend to re- 
tard the progress of our schools and it is for the parents 
of our scholars to correct it. 

First, the scholars in some districts are very irregular

in attendance. They will go one or two days and then 
stay out for a number of days. There were 3,266 absent 
marks in town last year. So while we were expending 
our money for schools the scholars were not receiving the 
benefit. Parents, do your best to correct it. 

Secondly, the scholars must be taught that when they 
are sent to school they must work. Hard mental work. 
If they would put one-half the life and enthusiasm into 
study that they do into sport they would make a success 
of their school work. 

Without an exception the smaller schools are superi- 
or to the larger in this respect. Ifthe parents would help 
the Board and teachers in this matter good could be ac- 
complished. 

Some of the examinations we have attended have 
shown great proficiency, ranking well with towns of more 
elaborate facilities. 

Your Committee have labored hard and conscien- 
ciously for the advancement of our schools. By Com- 
mittee, teachers, parents and scholars uniting we can sure- 
ly raise the standard of our schools so that they will rank 
with the best in the state.
